Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  County  Poor  and  County  Property,  acting 
in  conjunction  with  the  Superintendents  of  the  Poor  of  Branch  County,  proceed  at 
once  to  employ  a  competent  Architect  to  examine  our  County  House  and  make  an 
estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  making  needed  repairs  on  our  buildings  as  they 
now  exist.  Also,  to  estimate  the  cost  of  building  an  annex  similar  to  the  north 
wing  of  the  present  building.  Also,  the  cost  of  building  a  boiler  house  to  be  de¬ 
tached  from  all  other  buildings  except  those  built  of  brick.  Also,  the  expense  of 
entire  new  heating  machinery.  Also,  the  expense  of  laundry  machinery  adequate 
to  the  demand.  Said  Committee  to  report  to  this  body  for  its  action  at  an 
adjourned  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  Supervisor’s  room  on  Monday,  June  19th,  1899, 
at  10  o’clock  a.  m.  The  Board  reserves  the  privilege  of  rejecting  any  part  or  all  of 
said  report. 

Supervisor  Stafford  presented  the  resignation  of  Seth  A.  Warren  as  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Poor,  and  moved  its  acceptance,  which  motion  prevailed. 

On  motion  of  Supervisor  Stafford,  William  Wyrill  was  appointed  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  Poor,  vice  Seth  A.  Warren  resigned.

Recommendations — We  find  that  the  old  furnaces  with  which  the  jail  is  now 
attempted  to  be  heated,  have  been  in  use  since  its  construction;  that  with  them  in 
use  the  cost  of  fuel  is  about  $175  per  year,  and  that  in  extreme  cold  w7eather  the 
residence  portion  cannot  be  heated  at  all;jthat  with  new  and  modern  methods  of 
heating  a  saving  could  be  made  of  upwards  of  $100  per  year,  and  all  parts  of  the 
jail  comfortably  heated.  We  earnestly  recommend  an  early  investigation  and  cor¬ 
rection  of  this  evil.

In  my  last  report  it  was  stated  that  an  application  had  been  made  to  the  Pro¬ 
bate  Court  for  the  appointment  of  special  commissioners  on  Matteson  Ivake  Drain.

An  application  was  made  to  Probate  Court  for  the  appointment  of  special  com¬ 
missioners  on  Quincy  No.  2  Drain.  The  appointment  of  commissioners  was  denied 
by  the  Court  for  the  reason  that  it  was  shown  at  the  hearing  that  the  drain,  if  con¬ 
structed,  would  affect  lands  in  Hillsdale  County,  since  which  time  joint  action  has 
been  commenced  with  the  Hillsdale  Commissioner. 

Application  was  made  to  Probate  Court  for  the  appointment  of  special  commis¬ 
sioners  on  County  No.  33  Drain.  The  appointment  of  commissioners  was  denied 
by  the  Court  lor  the  reason  that  the  Commissioner  did  not  present  the  original 
survey  of  the  drain,  and  the  case  will  be  taken  to  the  higher  courts. 

Application  has  been  made  for  the  cleaning  out,  deepening,  widening  and  ex¬ 
tending  of  the  following  named  drains,  upon  which  joint  action  has  been  com¬ 
menced  with  the  Commissioner  of  Hillsdale  County:
